Building 
Ahead of 
Last Year

After a string lull, construc­ 
tion activity zoomed up again to 
put the city ahead of last year.

Building Superintendent Lee 
Schlens said that for the seven- 
months period of 1958, his de­ 
partment has issued permits with 
a total valuation of $13,838,794, 
compared with $11,529,833 dur­ 
ing the same period last year.

Last month, permits valued at 
$1,864,466 were issued, nudging 
ahead of July, 1957, when $1,- 
819,471 of permits were handled 
by the department.

Included in the July, 1958 per­ 
mits were 54 for single family 
houses, totaling $778,466, two for 
apartments, $73,500; commercial 
construction was $555,913, induK- 
trial building, $84,800; residen­ 
tial additions, $121,546, non- 
residential addition/ $43,850.

Schlens announced that In­ 
cluded in the building total were 
18 private swimming pools, cost­ 
ing $52,150, and 18 patios, valued 
at $10,595.

"Of course if they play too 
loud, they can be.charged with 
disturbing the peace," he pointed 
out. .

Schedule

Third floor concrete work of 
the Little Company of Mary 
Hospital has been completed ac­ 
cording to George A. Lever«nz, 
construction supervisor. He ad­ 
ded that form work for the 
fourth floor is in progress, and 
concrete work will be completed 
by September 1st.

Leverenz said that all the hos­ 
pital construction work Is prog­ 
ressing according to schedule. It 
is expected that the hospital will 
be completed by next summer.

The five story 146 bed hospital 
is being built on a ten acre site 
on Torracne boulevard Just west 
of Hawthorne boulevard.

The entire building is being 
constructed of reinforced con­ 
crete and is fire proof. The serv­ 
ice unit is practically finished. 
It will contain the laundry, boil­ 
ers, and maintenance depart­ 
ment.

Sisters of the Little Company 
of Mary, often called the "blue 
nuns," will operate the hospital. 
They are strictly a nursing or­ 
der and these sisters wear a 
white gown and blue veil while 
attending the sick. They conduct 
46 hospitals throughout th-e 
world. Their largest hospital has 
500 beds and is located in Chi­ 
cago.

The Torrance anti-aircraft 
unit will be among four which 
will he relinquished by the 865th 
Missile Battalion, whose mem­ 
bers will gradually be trans­ 
ferred to other organizations of 
the Army Air Defense Command, 
except for members of the train­ 
ing and testing team.

Members of the 720th Missile 
Battalion of the National Guard, 
headquarters in Long Beach, 
will take over the Torrance n"ase 
officially next month at a formal 
ceremony.

Jahn Charges City 
With Rent-Hike 
for Apartments

Despite charges that their action 
will raise the rent of Torrance 
apartment dwellers, the City 
Council approved a recommen­ 
dation restricting use of lots.

They accepted over Council­ 
man Robert. Jahn's opposition a 
Planning Commission recommen­ 
dation requiring a minimum of 
1000 square fret of land area for 
each apartment unit.

The present minimum is 750 
square feet.

"You are raising the price of 
the lots. With feVer places to 
build on the lot, you will raise 
the rent that owners will have 
to charge tenants," Jahn de­ 
clared.

Bert Lynn. president of the 
Planning Commission said that 
the change will give the commis­ 
sion greater power to control the 
number of apartments on a lot.

Isen Hits
Special
Election

Charges that George Downing, 
slated for axing as a Civil Serv­ 
ice Commissioner "appears to be 
emotionally disturbed," were 
curled today by Mayor Albert 
Isen.

In a retort to Do'wining's 
hreats of seeking a referendum 

vote on an ordinance amendment 
ivhich will cut terms of the Civil 
Service Commission from six to 
our years, Isen claimed that 
'vicious name calling was fol- 
owed by threats of physical 
violence."

"Apparently the proposed ref- 
rendum is his current, weapon. 

I am afraid Mr. Downing is per* 
nitting his personal spite to 
over-shadow any civic responsi­ 
bility he may ever have had.

Election Cost
'The cost of a special election 

is approximately $50,000. I think 
that the taxpayers' money can 
be spent to much better advant­ 
age than to indulge Mr. Down- 
ing's desire for personal ag­ 
grandizement and revenge," 
the mayor declared.

Downing accused Isen and the 
City Council majority of being 
"vicious and dictatorial*' in 
changing the status of Civil 
Service Commission memhert.

He said he will circulate peti­ 
tions to force an election on th« 
amendment to prevent the ordi­ 
nance from taking effect- 

The change not only cuts th» 
terms of commissioners, but also 
give a majority of the council 
the authority to appoint and dis­ 
miss commission members.

Explains Change
Isen said the change was made 

in order to bring the term of 
office in line with those of other 
commissions. He explained that 
the change in making appoint­ 
ments and dismissals was made 
necessary when the council was 
enlarged from five to seven 
members.

The mayor said the increase 
in council members makes the 
previous four-fifth vote of the 
council for appointments and 
dismissals impossible.

Isen also said he intends to 
propose a change in the terms 
of the Airport Commission Tues­ 
day. The effect of this will be to 
lengthen the terms from thre« 
to four years.

Downing has served more than 
10 years, and more than four 
years of his second term. Under 
terms of the amendment, he 
would be automatically ousted as
soon as it takes effect in 30 days.

An extra supply of five by eight 
foot flags is kept on hand be­ 
cause Torrance's sea air and 
heavy winds cause replacement 
of outdoor flags once or twie* 
a year.

Kingmakers and Congress still 
are discussing how to change the 
flag to add a 49th and possible 
50th star. Meanwhile, the schools 
are wondering how many flags 
to buy and when. The best guess 
seems to be that the 48-star ban­ 
ners will be authorized until 
they wear out. Then, the proh- 
ably will be replaced by the 49 
or 50-star varieties.

The flag is an important part 
of school patriotic training. Some 
schools have flag salutes each 
morning In the classrooms while 
others have ceremonies out by 
the school flagpole.
